INTERMIGRATION. 
Last winter the Toronto board of trade 
was appealed to by a number of Canadian 
settlers in a section of South Dakota for 
assistance to help them through the winter, 
as they were in danger of starvation, The 
board forwarded $200 cash, A_ further 
appeal dated July 17th has been sent from 
the same locality, Leola, McPherson county. 
The letter of appeal states that the crops 
are all gone so that the settlers cannot get 
their seed back. Even the potatoes and 
corn have been cut by the hot winds so that 
they look as if a frost bad been through 
them, The question is asked: “Can the 
people of your parts aid us over to the 
British possessions.” This letter brings up 
forcibly and painfully a side of the immigra- 
tion question that hag not been discussed as 
fully as it should have been and which the 
general public do not understand as 
thoroughly as they should. While Canada 
has been spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a year for many years in the attempt 
to secure an increase of population from 
European countries, the railroad companies 
and other iaterests in the Western States 
have been sperding more hundreds of thou- 
sands in actually inducing the greater part 
of the natural annual overflow of population 
rom the eastern provinces to choose the 
Western States as a location rather than the 
Canadian Northwest, with the result that 
during the past twenty years a larger num- 
ber of native born Canadians have settied in 
Minnesota, Dakota and Montana than have 
settled in Manitoba and the Northwest, and 
to-day there is nearly as great a movement 
of Canadians to Washington territory alone 
as tothe whole of Manitoba the Northwest 
and British Columbia. Thepeople of East- 
ern Canada choose to shut their eyes to these 
facts. They fear to loose population, there- 
fore they object to the putting forth of 
efforts to induce intermigration to the 
Northwest—actively discourage that inter- 
migration in fact—while all the time active, 
unscrupulous and well paid agents of United 
States interests are straining every nerve to 
place the attractions of their country before 
the people who desire to move, with the 
resulf, stated. It is high time that the 
leaders of public opinion in the east saw 
their trueinterests in this matter, It is 
time they ceased to louk upon the removal 
of a citizen from the east to the west asa 
loss, it is high time they realized how great 
the individual financial loss has been from 
the removal of so many thousands of their 
people to the United States instead of to the 
Northwest within the past twenty years; 
and itis still higher time that all should 
unite in using every legitimate endeavor to 
havea larger Canadian intermigration suc 
ceed the present Canadian emigration to 
the States. Canadians are needed in the 
Northwest more than any other people, 
they can do more for the development of the 
Northwest than any.other people, they can 
do better for themselves in the Northwest 
than in the United States, for this is a better 
country, and their availing themselves of the 
wider Opportunities Which the Northwest 
offers is a gain to the country at large, just 
as their removal to the United States is a 
loss to the whole country.

The Calgary Herald of July 30th gives the 
following particulars regarding the location 
of the Calgary & Edmonton terminus in that 
town: Messrs. W. F. Orr, Major Walker, 
Major Stewart, Col. Irvine and Wm, Pearce 
have granted the right of way across their 
properties from the south bank of the Bow 
river opposite the month of Nose creek to 
the ©. P. K. on the southeast quarter of 
section 14, on the property of Major Stewart 
and about five-eighths of a mile east of the 
Elbow river,about 200 feet within the eastern 
limit of the corporation of Calgary. © Messrs. 
Walker, Orr and Pearce have also given 15 
acres of land immediately east of the junc- 
tion for yard purposes. The Herald further 
says: ‘It is reported that the proprietors of 
lands east of the Elbow have offered one half 
of « large body of property—several hundred 
acres—to the railway companies (Edmonton 
and Calgary and C. P. R.) in consideration 
of their establishing a new townsite. east of 
the Elbow, erecting a large station, placing 
the workshops there and taking other steps 
to build upin that quarter a rival of the 
town of Calgary.” 


THE proceedings of the second annual 
convention of the dairymen’s association of 
Canada held in Ottawa, February 1890, 
printed by order of parliament in neat 
pamphlet form has been received, It isa 
very valuable publication, A. G. Thorburn 
of Broadview, Assiniboia, mentioned that all 
the butter he made in 1889 was. shipped to 
Vancouver, B. C, the freight rate being 2c a 
pound, while the rate from Ontario to Eng- 
land was only le a pound. He expected a 
great market in Japan and China, but butter 
would have to be put upin special packages 
for those markets, A Qu’Appelle butter 
maker had arrangec to ship to Japan in 1890. 


A copy of the statistical year book of Can- 
ada for 1889, fifth year of issue, published by 
the department of agriculture, has been re- 
ceived. Although necessarily containing a 
large proportion of figures, which are usual- 
iy considered very dry, the year book is 
Most interesting to any one who desires to 
inform himself regarding matters and things 
in Canada or to keep abreast of the times in 
knowledge of the country.

THE RAILWAY. 


Work is going ahead rapidly on the section 
‘the C, & B. line between Strevel’s contract 
i Calgary. Terminal sidings are being 
putin and preparations made for the erec- 
tion of a wooden bridge across the Bow at 
the mouth of Nose creek. Strevel’s graders 
sre, working to a point 30 miles north of 
Calvary. For nearly the whole of that 30 
miles the railway line closely follows the 
wawon road, butfrom that point northward 
the line bends to the west in order to wet an 
easier crossing of Cham berlain’sand Searlett’s 
coulees than is found on the trail, returning 
to the trail near the Lone Pine. At Scarlett’s 
coulee it will be about five miles west of the 
trail. The Red Deer crossing has been lo- 
cated on Leo. Gaetz’ property about. three 
miles below the present ford, ferry and 
village. Mr. Gaetz and three members of 
his family are said to have given the railway 
company a half interest in a block of 1,200 
ecres of land as an inducement to select the 
crossing at the point mentioned. The line 
has been located as far as the Blind Man, 
which stream it will cross about a quarter of 
a mile west of the bridge on the present 
trail. The locating party was camped there 
when the stage of this week passed. Mr. 
McLeod chief of the locating party visited 
Bear's hill last week, to get an idea of the 
country in advance of his party. It is 
altogether likely that the loc:.tion will be 
continued on to Edmonton withoutstopping.

A SUDDEN CONVERSION. 

Not many weeks ago the Calyary Herald 
took upon itself to discipline the BrLLETin 
for having commented on a report that it 
was the intention of the administration at 
Otcawa to assist certain pets in booting a 
town im opposition to Edmonton aS the 
terminus of the Calgary & Edmonton rail- 
way. The BULLETIN had argued that the 
interests of the ‘“tpopulation of Edmonton 
whose pluck and perseverance in striking out 
here in the first place and hanging on under 
most discouraging circumstances is what has 
made the value of the country known and 
the building of the rowd possible” were en- 
titled to consideration. The Herald wonder- 
ed it the people of Edmonton thought ‘such 
blackguardism” as that contained in the 
BuLLeTin’s arguments, was “serving the 
interests of their town.” It thought there 
was every excuse forthe government if it 
hesitated to spend money on Certain neces- 
ary public buildings ‘‘which may be found 
ultimately faraway from the bulk of the 
population ” It would have been perfectly 
right, according to the Hgrald’s theology, 
for the pioneers to suffer in order that 
speculators might be moreyreatly benefitted. 
All this occurred not many weeks ago; when 
Calgary rested. secure and saucy ona pro- 
vision of the C. & E, charter which required 
that the road should start not ‘tnear” but 
“at” Calgary. Notwithstanding this pro- 
vision, which Calgary was at great trouble 
and expense to secure, notwithstanding even 
the presence of the mighty Herald, which 
only last week was going to shake the life 
out of the C. P. R. telegraph service, the 
boot to-day is on the other foot, and the 
Herald squeals first and loudest. The C. & 
E. complies with the letter of the charter by 
locating its starting poiut just within the 
town limits but nearly two miles from where 
the bulk of the money has been invested in 
town property and business; and the Herald 
has heard a report thatthe C. P. R.theC & 
E. and certain land owners in that vicinity 
are about to unite to boom a rival Calgary. 
Ou this report if rises to remark; ‘It was 
pointed out that for the C. BP. R, to enter into 
such a compact, merely for land jobbing 
purposes, would be an infamy, since it would 
involve a direct violation of the tacit agree- 
ment entered into with the inhabitants of 
of Calgary when the ©. P. R. placed the 
townsite on the market; that it was on the 
strength of this being THE townsite that all 
our municipal expenditure had been made, 
and taxation ineurred; that thousands of 
people have mage their homes here, that 
outside and home eapital has been invested 
in Oalgary milling companies, electric light 
works, water works, blocks of buildings, and 
Various other public and private improve- 
ments and that capital has come in for in- 
sestinents in town lots and other forms, 
The universal opinion is that for the C. P. R. 
to bea party to the erection of a rival town 
alongside of Calgary,—for it to give the 
sanction of its name, its prestige and all its 
ervat influence of every kind to boom a new 
townsite at our very doors, to draw off the 
trade and population of Calgary, would be 
an outrage ofthe yrossest and most detest 
able character.” Can the people of Calgary 
seriously think that such blackguardism, as

The Great 
Northern railroad (Manitoba) is making pre- 
parations to extend its line westward to the 
Pacific.

It will cross the Rocky Mountains about 35 
miles south of the boundary line. 


A FARMER at Dawn Mills, County of Kent, 
Ontario, writes for information regarding 
Edmonton to H. McKay. He is living on « 
rented farm and his lease expires in Septem- 
ber. He has not much capital but claims to 
be a good worker. Such men can do well 
here now. The railway offers abundant 
work at fair wayes, and choice locations of 
land can now be secured, There was never 
a better time to come to this section of the 
Northwest than the present and any man 
who is able and willing to work need not be 
a raid to come no matter how poor he is. 


Super, Grikspacu of Fort Saskatchewan has 
completed the agricultural report requested 
by the police department for townships 51 
to 64 ranges 18 to 23, which includes the 
easterly portion of the Edmonton settlement, 
Fort Saskatchewan and Beaver lake. Acre- 
age in crop this year 1,700.

Has a 
wife and two children and £600 to £800 
capital, He wants to find a place where he 
can make a home and have a healthy and 
enjoyable climate. He asks: How de you 
do for medical attendance? What hardships 
would my wife and children have to endure. 
Could we be boarded with a respectable 
family for some time? In reply: The differ- 
ences between the writer's present surround. 
ings, including climate, and what he would 
find at Edmonton are evidently too great to 
adinit of comparison or to allow any person 
to judge how the change would suit or affect 
himself or family. Taking a removal from 
Scotland as a basis, however, itis safe to say 
on the experience of the large number of 
Scotchmen settled here, that he would find 
the climate both exceeding healthy and ex. 
ceedingly enloyabie, and the region just the 
press to make a home. The only possible 

ardship to be encountered would be the 
staging from Calgary to Edmonton and this 
unless the weather should be unfavorable 
would be a very enjoyable part of the trip. 
By next spring the stage trip will not 
longer than two days at most, and very pre: 
bably not one day. Board could be secured 


as desired. Medical attendance is thoroughly 
available. 


H. McKay received a letter of enquiry re- 
cently from a prospective eettlerin Bottineau 
county, North Dakota, The questions are 
ao many that space will only permit giving 
the answers: Calgary is at present the near- 
est station 200 miles distant, but by next 
spring the railway will be within 75 miles. 
A homestead and pre-emption with timber 
on and suitable for stock could be 
yrocured now within 10 miles of Edmonton, 
But land is being taken up very rapidly. 
The homestead might beall timber if you 
wished. Water is good and easily got. 
Common lumber $20 per M. Shingles 4 per 
M. Winter beef by the carcase 6c to 10c. 
Butter ranges from 16c in summer to 40c in 
winter. Eggs 20c to 50c. Fish plentiful in 
in winter at about five cents a pound. 
Potates all the way from 25c to $2; will pro- 
bably be cheap next spring as the crop is 
heavy this season. Wheat $1 to $1.25; 
barley 75c; oats 60c last spring. Oxen per 
voke $125 to $175. Light mares $100 to 
$150. This is now aselling nota buying 
market for stock. The country is in some 
places covered with heavy timber, in others 
clum of poplar are mixed with open 
prairie andin still others there are long 
stretches of prairie alone. There are many 
creeks and small fresh water ponds. Hay 
is now being put up to be delivered in winter 
at $7 aton. There is work on the Calgary & 
Edmonton railway for all who will work. 
Wages are $1 a day and board fora man or 
$2.50 and board for man andteam. The 
railway will not be completed until next 
year. Taxes are for school purposes only 
and run from 3 to5 mills on thedollar. If 
you cannot come untilafter harvest it is 
perhaps as well to wait until next May.
